MUNICIPAL COMMITTEE 
MEETING 

Emil Fritzler had requested that 
the road on the South side of 
Section 17-16-22-4 and between 11 
and 12-16-22-4 be improved. This 
matter was left to Mr. Ulrich for 
his attention. 

The Committee decided to ask 
for tenders for a supply of asphalt 
for the paving for this year, ten¬ 
ders to be in at the next meeting. 

It was moved and carried that 
the Committee recommend to the 
County Council that the County 
purchase one Kohler light plant 
for the sum of $1,474. 

It was moved and carried that 
the Committee recommend to the 
County Council the purchase of one 
12,000 gallon tank from the CPR 
for the sum of $275 and one 
trailer from Fruehuuf Trailer Co. 
of Canada Ltd., for the sum of 
$1,700. 

The Committee interviewed re¬ 
presentatives from Underwoocr 
McLellan and Associates in re¬ 
spect to the study of secondary 
highways which would be submitt¬ 
ed to the provincial government 
within the next few weeks, and 
also to discuss the matter of en¬ 
gineering on the 1967 projects. The 
engineering work for paving would 
be discussed at a following meeting, 
and it was noted that the report 
for the provincial government in 
respect to the secondary highways 
was ready and would be forwarded 
within the next month. 

It was moved and carried that 
authorization be given to purchase 
one air wrench. 

A letter from Tollestrup Con¬ 
struction Ltd., in respect to the 
overburden on the gravel pit was 
read. The letter stated that the 
overburden was bid at approxi¬ 
mately four feet and it was found 
that it weis eleven and twelve feet. 
The company submitted a bill for 
$1,850.00 being two-thirds of the 
cost of the extra work tn prepra- 
ing the gravel pit. It was moved 
and carried that the County pay 
50% of two-thiids of the cost, 
which would amount to $925.00. 

The members of the Committee 
studied in detail the various bids 
on the trucks, and is was decided 
that the Committee would recom¬ 
mend to the County Council that 
the bid of Wheat Centre Motors, 
Vulcan, for the six tandem trucks,

Committee of the County of Vul¬ 


can No, 2 was held in the Council

The Committee considered a re¬ 
commendation from the Agricul¬ 
tural Advisory Committee in re¬ 
spect to Preventive Welfare. This 
matter was referred to the County 
Council. 

Dr. Brisbane, Director of Veteri¬ 
nary Services of the Department 
of Agriculture, was present at the 
meeting and discussed with the 
Committee the policy revaccina¬ 
tion of calves on a voluntary basis. 
The grant under the voluntary pro¬ 
gram is 50c per head, 40c to be 
paid to the veterinarian and 10c to 
the organizer. It was the opinion 
of both Dr. Brisbane and the Com¬ 
mittee that the majority of stock- 
men should continue to vaccinate, 
especially replacement stock; It 
weis decided that the County should 
advertise in respect to the volun¬ 
tary vaccination program, the ad 
to have a coupon to facilitate the 
farmers in advising how many 
calves they have to vaccinate. 

It was moved and carried that 
Earl Galloway, Vulcan, be engaged 
to haul trees to Vulcan. 

Mr, Jordan, Agricultural Field- 
man, gave a report of his activities 
for the year 1966. This report is 
to be published in the Financial 
Statement of the County. 

An application for the position 
of Assistant Fieldman from K. A. 
Pedersen, Lomond, was read. 

It was moved and carried that 
K. A. Pedersen b e engaged a s 
Assistant Fieldman effective April 
1, 1967. 

Mr. Jordan was instructed t o 
check into the matter of insurance 
coverage of Major Irrigation Co., 
Lethbridge, for the damages to the 
sprayer which was rented by the 
County.

SOIL EROSION BY WIND 

Every spring a certain amount 
of soil drifting occurs, the summer 
fallow “dusts” for a day or two 
and we feel we’ve gotten off lucky. 
But did you know that the fine 
dust particles that are removed 
from a field by erosion contain up 
to twice as much nitrogen, organic 
matter, and phosphorous as the 
material that is left behind? 

One field study, conducted over 
a 7-year period, showed that bar¬ 
ley averaged 28 bushels to the acre 
where the topsoil had been left 
intact but only 10 bushels to the 
acre where it had been completely 
removed. The greatest difference 
in yield occurred during the years 
when moisture was in good supply. 

Drifting also causes a gradual 
change in the texture of the cul¬ 
tivated soil layer. Studies conduct¬ 
ed in Western Canada showed that 
up to one-half of the silt and one- 
third of the clay were removed 
from some sandy soils by the sort¬ 
ing action of the drifting process. 
Losses of about one-fifth of the silt 
and smaller quantitites of clay par¬ 
ticles were recorded o n severly 
eroded medium-textured soils. 
Heavy clay soils were least affect¬ 
ed by the sorting action. 

Silt and clay particle losses re¬ 
sulted in a decrease in the 
moisture-holding capacity of the 
cultivated soil layer, and the soil 
was more susceptible to erosion. 

A bulletin entitled “Soil Erosion 
by Wind,” published by the Canada 
Department of Agriculture, outline 
tthe causes ol soil drifting, the 
damage that can result, and con¬ 
trol measures that should be adopt¬ 
ed. “Soil Erosion by Wind" can be 
obtained from tills office. 

HOME GERMINATION TESTS 

Testing seed tor germination in 
the home can be very misleading. 
This is particularly true where 
frost damage is a factor. As it is 
this season, frost damage should 
be no problem. 

Many frosted kernels will pro¬ 
duce a green shoot two or three 
inches long under ideal conditions 
in the home. Many of these shoots, 
however, will be badly twisted. 

Many twisted shoots, while they 
look quite strong and healthy 
would not produce a plant in the 
field or would produce only a weak 
plant. To make it. more confusing 
not all twisted seedlings are 
seriously damaged. In other words, 
only a trained technician such as 
those in seed testing laboratories 
can properly assess the value of 
a sample for seed purposes. 

Seed samples for germination 
tests should be forwarded to the 
Line Elevators Farm Service. Seed 
Testing Lab, or to tne Plants Pro¬ 
ducts Division, Canada Department 
of Agriculture, Room 483, Federal 
Building, Edmonton, Alberta. The 
seed samples can be submitted 
through your local Line Elevators 
Agent or through your local Seed 
Cleaning Plant Manager. 

Seed samples sent to the Plants 
Products Division should be 4 
ounces In size ior germination, or 
24 ounces for seed grade and ger¬ 
mination test. The cost of a ger¬ 
mination test is $1.50 per sample. 

The cost for a Purity and Ger¬ 
mination test is $3.00. The cost for 
a Smut Test for Eat ley-is $2.00 for 
a 4-ounce sample.
